Few, Indeed, of those who heard 
ilm could bavo told at that moment v/hat 
were the artick-a to which tbc 1'rt-sldent 
X'lerred. Two years older thai] tbo Dee- 
larallcn of Indcixr-ndcnee, they declared 
the Industrial Independence of the colo- 
lies. They wero a solemn non-Imporlu- 
,lon agreement -to encourage "frugality, 
economy and Industry, and promote ag- 
•k'ultuip, arts and tbe manufactures of 
.hi* country." -The nation rested on In- 
dustry; the nation was sovereign—Ideay 
antagonistic to the doctrines of '9S. And 
these Ideas were now lo be tested In ad- 
ninistrailon.

The electric trolley system lo be intro- 


duced In Paris In time lor Ihc Internation-

head wires are absolutely done away with.

Through flexible points of cuulact 
suspended from each electric light itosl 
aloiiK the proposed line Ihe current will 
be taken up by means of a copper rail 
fastened along Ihe edge of the roof of the 
car, not less than fourlcen or fifteen feet 
from tho ground. The contact point will 
slide along that copper rail, and there 
Is not the slightest difficulty in establish- 
ing a continuous current I' tbe points of 
contact are made sufficiently elaslie. Tbo 
current Is allowed to return to the power 
station through tho track of the line, aa 
usual.
